Tho Dance of Death. 


This name is given to a certain class 


pi allegorical representations, iUustrat- 
ve ol the tuuvorsal power of death, and 
dating from the fourteenth century. 
When tho introduction of Christianity 
5rst banished the ancient Germanic eon- 
ceptfon of a future state, a now descrip- 
tion of Death mythology arose, partly 
out of Biblical sources, partly out of tho 
popular character itself, wherein the 
last enemy was presented under simple 
and majestic images, such as that oE a 
husbandman watering tho ground with 
blood, plowing it with swords, rooting 
out weeds, plucking up flowers, or fell- 
ing trees, sowing it with corpses ; or, of 
a monarch assembling his armies, mak- 
ing war, taking prisonors_, inviting his 
subjects to ft festival, or citing them to 
judgment. But, with a gradual change 
of national manners, came a chango in 
the mode of treating tho subject, and it 
was associated with every-day images, 
such as the confessional, chess-playing, 
and, above all, with the adjuncts of a 
festival, viz., music and dancing. This 
tendency to familiarize the theme in- 
creased during the confusion and turmoil 
of the fourteenth century, when the na- 
tional mind alternated between fits of 
devotion and license, or blent both ele- 
ments in satire and humor. 
Such a 


mood as this naturally occupied itself in 
personifying Death, and adoptedby pref- 
erence the most startling and grotesque 
Images it could find—that o£ a musician 
playing to dancing men, or a dancer 
leading them on; and as tho dance and 
the drama were intimately connected, 
and employed on religious occasions, 
this particular idea soon ossumed a dro- 
rnatio form. 
This drama was most 


simply constructed, consisting of short 
dialogues between Death and '' four-an d- 
twenty " or more followers, and was un- 
doubtedly acted in or near churches by 
religious orders in Germany during the 
fourteenth century and at a rather lata 
period ia France.

Tho stock roso 
rapidly from hundreds to thousands of 
dollars, and finally $100,000 was paid 
for a claim twenty feet across the face of 
the lode. Next to the Bonanza it was 
probably the richest mine ever discov- 
ered in the earth. Mr. Comstock fol- 
lowed the rule, and from being one of 
the richest men soon became one of the 
poorest, and linally died penniless,—

An Age or Assassination. 


The number of assassinations since 


1879 shows the loose state -oi opinion 
that exists in many minds on political 
orimo; and so does the rank of many of 
the victims. Two Czars of Eussia, two 
or tliroo Turkish Sultans, a French King, 
a King of Sweden, two Presidents of the 
United States, a British Premier, a Pres- 
ident of Greece, a Governor General of 
India and a French Boyal Duke (M. le 
Duo do Borri, father ol M. lo Oomto do 
Chambord, who claims to bo tho legiti- 
mate King of France aud Navarre)— 
those are tho highest of tho persons as- 
sassinated within about ninety years. 
Conspirators and assassins sought to kill 
George III., 
Napoleon, Wellington, 


Louis Phillippo, President Jackson, 
Czar Nicholas, Napoleon III., Secretary 
Howard, Sir Eobort Peel and others. Of 
reigning sovereigns and statesmen who 
yet arc active, Qucon-Empruss Victoria, 
Emperor William, Alexander III., King 
Humbert and Prince Biamarck nil havo 
been objects of attack by assassins; and 
perhaps Mr. Gladstone has been con- 
spired against with u view to his violent 
death. It is not improbable that Mr. 
Forster was set down for a similar fate. 
The attempt of Thistlpwood to destroy 
almost tho entire British Government 
was an anticipation-of Nihilistic modes 
of operation. Ho expected to destroy 
more than a dozen Ministers at one blow, 
and tho threatened Ministers were so far 
nlarmod ns to return public thanks for 
tlieir escape. This was at the beginning 
of 1820, and so it can bo considered, by 
old men, a contemporary event. Polit- 
ical Nihilism makes of assassination a 
regular mode of party warfare ; and it is 
supposed that it means to act at tho ap- 


! preaching coronation of Alexander TTT, 


I True, assassination was tho regular thing 
' in Kussia, long before Nihilism was 


beard of; but then it was a regular thing 
of the palace, not party, and in little 


• more than a century two Czars perished 
i by it; Peter III., in 1763, and Paul, in 
! 1801. 
Many years after 1801 it wont 


Sown among the people, and now it is 
loss palatial than popular ; and it may 
accomplish a grout change in tho Great 
Empire. It is quite possible that tho 
strength of Nihilism and the numbers 


| of Nihilists are exaggerated and over- 


rated ; but the fact is clear that a party 
of some power exists in Kussia that ac- 
cepts assassination in its highest form— 
that of regicide—as a legitimate force hi 
politics. 
It is equally true that the 


civilized world does not appear to bo 
much affronted by the existence of such 
A party, in what but recently was sup- 
posed the most stablo of nations, be- 
cause of its Government's strength. 
This is altogether unlike to anything 
over before known in Christendom; 
and it indicates either a general change 
in sentiment, er a disposition to make 
an exception in the case of Eussia. In 
either case, the fact is important, for if 
•what is commonly condemned hi civil- 


j ized countries, yet known to some ex- 


tent in them all, is to bo tolerated in re- 
gard to one member of tho Christian 
commonwealth, who shall say that tho 
evil will not spread over tho whole 
world?—Boston Travdlir.

Kiu.'lid. who opened a school of miUhc- 
matics at Alexandria, in the reign of 
tin; First Ptoiuniy, was once asked by 
that sovereign whether he could not ex- 
plain his art to him in a more compen- 
dious way, to which Kuclid made the 
celebrated answer that there was no 
royal road to geometry.

Worthies" wore three Gentiles —Hec- 
tor, 
son of Priam; Alexander the Great' 


and Julius Ciusar; three Jews, Joshua, 
conqueror of Canr.au; David, King of 
Israel, and Judas 
Maccabicus; and 


three Chris'.ians, Arthur, King of Brit- 
ain, 
Charlemagne and Godfrey of Bouil- 


lon." The Bed of Procrustes."—Procrus- 
tes, 
called by Purusanias Folypuimon, 


was, in mythology, a robber of ancient 
Greece, who placed on an iron bed tho 
travelers who fell into his hands, which 
their stature was made to fit by cutting 
off the projecting limbs, or by stretch- 
ing them to suit its dimensions; whence 
the metaphorical cxpres-ion of "The 
Bed of Procrustes." 


"City of Magnificent Distances."—r 


A popular name given to the City of 
Washington, the capital of the United 
States, from the fact of its being laid 
out on a very large scale. The entire 
site is traversed by two sets of streets, 
from seventy to 100 feet wide, at right 
angles to one anolher, the whole again 
intersected obliquely by fifteen avenues 
from 130 to 100 feet wide. 


"Sleeveless Errand."—This phrase oc- 


curs in Hey wood's Proverbs, 154G. The 
origin of the word sleeveless, in the sense 
of unprofitable, has defied the most care- 
ful research at the hands of Sharman 
and other noted philologists. It is fre- 
quently found, says the former, allied 
to other substantives. 
Bishop Hall 


speaks of the " sleeveless tale of tran- 
substantiation," and Milton writes of a 
" sleeveless reason," Chaucer uses it in 
the Testament of Love." 


"Drawn and Quartered."—In tho 


statutes of Groat Britain tho punish- 
ment for treason 
still is that the 


offender be drawn to tho place of exe- 
cution on a hurdle ; that he be hanged 
by the nock until ho bo d.ead : that his 
head be severed from his body, and 
that body bo divided into four parts, or 
i/itnrtuml: 
The sovereign may, and 


now certainly would, by a warrant 
under the sign-manual, countersigned 
by a principal Secretary of State, change 
the sentence into beheading. 
In the

pensed with. 
From this .statute rose 


the expression " drawn and quartered." 


"We Recognize a Hercules from the 


Size of tho Foot.".—Pythagoras ingeni- 
ously calculated the great stature of 
Hercules by comparing tho length of 
various stadia in Greece. 
All these 


courses were nominally GOO feet in 
length; but Hercules was said to have 
measured out the stadium at Olyrnpia 
.with I'.is own feet, while tho others fol- 
lowed a standard of later days. 
The 


philosopher argued that by how much 
the Olympic course exceeded all others 
in length by the said proportion did 
the foot of Hercules exceed that of men 
of a subsequent age; anil, again, by the 
same proportion nuist the .stature of 
Hercules have been pro-eminent. 


"Prairie Schooner."—An American- 


ism for a large two or four horse immi- 
grant wagon, covered with white can- 
vas, 
such as were very commonly used 


by tho early emigrants from the Eastern 
and Southeastern States. 
Tho expres- 


sion is alleged to have been originated 
by Georgfo Francis Train, who said in 
one of his early stump-speeches: "To 
llie East lies the Atlantic Ocean, bearing 
upon its surface tho white doves of com- 
merce, bound for distant ports, laden 
witli the products of the broad West, 
whose bosom is to-day dotted with thou- 
sands of ^'aiWe-schooncrs, loaded with 
sturdy men and women, who will ere 
lung make its remotest quarters blossom 
as the rose." — 67. Louis Qlobc-Dmiocral.
